The fifth fire call in this two- 
month-old year was made by the 
local fire brigade Friday, Feb. 24, 
to the Vulcan Body Shop where a 
brief fire damaged the shop area 
of the business. 

The call was turned in at about 
four o’clock in the afternoon when 
fire broke out from a downstairs 
furnace and quickly spread along 
the walls and into the ceiling. 

A pick-up truck was pushed out 
through the back door and suffer¬ 
ed a burnt tire and part of the 
body was scorcned. Two other cars 
were left in the building but sus¬ 
tained only light damage. 

Roy McLennan, co-owner with 
Russel Findlay of the body shop 
and himself a member of the fire 
brigade, left earlier in the week 
to curl at Yellowknife with the 
Vulcan Legion rink and was noti¬ 
fied of his loss on Sunday when he 
phoned from Edmonton.

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
dnaUon taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

Education - - - New Values Needed 

March 5 to 11, is Education Week in Canada. 
Volumes have been written on the duty of the parent, 
co-operation between home and school and the duty 
of the community toward our youth. But let us look 
at the word education. Thorndike defines education 
as ‘development in knowledge, skill, ability or charac¬ 
ter by teaching, training, study or experience.” As 
parents we talk glibly of giving Tommy an education. 
Here is where we make our first mistake— no one 
can give Tommy an education. He must earn it. An 
education is acquired by hard work, hours spent in 
concentrated study. 

But there is something we can give our youth 
both as parents and as teachers. We can give them 
a deep respect for learning. We can create an atmos¬ 
phere in which an inquiring mind can grow. By our 
own attitudes and value we can show our young 
people that we honor and respect knowledge as such 
and not just as a means to a larger pay cheque. 

A wise teacher once said that no teacher can pos¬ 
sibly pour all the facts into a pupil’s head. But if he 
can give him the skill and ability to find those facts 
for himself and arouse the desire for knowledge then 
that teacher has truly educated that pupil. 

We may discuss courses of study, school build¬ 
ing, teacher qualifications but these are mere window 
dressings. To develop, any living thing must have the 
proper environment in which to grow. And it is in 
providing this climate that the community, school and 
home must work together. We must replace rampant 
materialism with ethical and intellectual values. 
School books must no longer be considered as almost 
subversive literature to be shunned at all cost. The 
top students must be the school celebrities rather 
than the pupils with the newest cars, or the largest 
wardrobes. We must all re-assess our values. Charac¬ 
ter, truth, honesty — all the ancient verities — must 
be taken out and restored to their rightful places in 
our lives. Then and only then will the atmosphere be 
right for growth. Then our young people will be ready 
to work to acquire an education, helped by parents 
who respect learning, and guided by teachers who 
feel that no effort is too great to help them toward 
their goal. 

It is not too much to predict that in such an at- 
mophere our teen-agers would be much happier in¬ 
dividuals. They would experience the satisfaction of 
a job well done. And the higher marks, and better 
■grades would follow as inevitably as day follows 
or summer follows spring.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

Norman Soder 


We are coming to the end of 
one of the mildest winters that has 
ever been experienced by many 
people. There is a possible chance 
that we will get a lot of snow and 
cold weather yet, howevere any 
■winter we get from now on should 
not be too severe. 

At times this winter strong 
winds have caused some concern 
in regard to soil drifting. There 
has been some soil drifting in a 
number of areas. This is especially 
evident on sumrnerfallow fields 
which have little or no trash cover 
and where no ridging has been 
done to hold the soil in place. 

Farmers in areas where soil 
drifting has taken place at various 
times this winter should be watch¬ 
ing their fields very close and be 
prepared to take emergency 
measures in case of severe drifting. 

Emergency measures are based 
on three principles. The first is the 
provision of a protective covering 
by spreading straw or manure on 
the small focal points where drift¬ 
ing is starting. The second is the 
re-establishment of the cloddy 


structure of the surface soil. A 
heavy duty cultivator with chisel 
points, placed at two or three foot 
intervals is recommended for this 
job. An alternative is the use of a 
one-way disc with discs spaced at 
two or three foot intervals. Trap¬ 
ping the soil particles by listing 
the field at right angles to the pre¬ 
vailing wind is the third principle. 

Preventative measures are al¬ 
ways better than emergency con¬ 
trol measures. Good trash cover, 
leaving the soil cloddy and ridging 
in the fall will reduce possible 
winter and spring soil drifting to 
a great extent. Strip farming, 
which a number of farmers have 
been getting away lr< 
past, does give a great deal of pro¬ 
tection. Inf some areas we have 
quarter and half sections summer- 
fallowed in one block. 

With the possible prospect of dry 
weather, short crops can be ex¬ 
pected leaving us with little trash 
for trash cover, also making the 
soil less adaptable to clodding. 
Farmers should keep this upper¬ 
most in their minds and no chances 
should be taken with soil drifting. 
The top soil is the most productive 
part of the land, lets keep it on 
the farm.
